“You have to have a road 
commissioner who makes

buried if he doesn t,’’

Bloomingdale Township R o a d 
Commissioner Curt Barnes Jr. 
And he adds, “I make my own 
decisions.” 
He 
considers 
independence 
important because the 
road 
commissioner must m a n a g e 
what he terms a “semi-munici­ 
pal corporation” and a budget 
that last year totaled over $110,- 
000. He is directly responsible 
to his electorate. 
Running for re-election this 
year. Republican Barnes is run­ 
ning on his record of past per­ 
formance. 
That includes what be lists 
as a number of “firsts:” he is 
the first rdad commissioner to 
submit a yearly road main­ 
tenance and improvement pro- 
gram at annual town meetings, 
first to construct bridges, first 
to blacktop roads and first to 
begin a program of alleviating 
flooding conditions. 
HE HOPES to be returned to 
the office with his detailed fa­ 
miliarity with Blooming d a l e 
Township roads and with the 
operation of 
his 
department 
he’s gained during his 
past 
lour years in office. 
Barnes considers himself 
a 
non-politician but he had to 


survive a bitter intra-party bat­ 
tle with fellow' Republican Don­ 
ald (Jack) Wall in becoming 
the sole Republican candidate 
for road commissioner. 
He is now campaigning with 
the full support of the town­ 
ship Regular Republican O r-

In addition to his experience 
on the job, Barnes cites as one 
of his big qualifications h i s 
familiarity with constru c t i o n 
I work. 
He is owner of Barnes Con­ 
struction Co., 
an excavating 
and contracting firm with head­ 
quarters at 103 W. Lake St., 
i Bloomingdale. 
He started the firm on his 
own in 1953 with one truck and 
a crawler tractor. It has since 
grown to its present size with 
12 pieces of earth-moving equip­ 
ment and five dump trucks. 


The balance of roads will be 
maintained to the best condi­ 
tion possible with the funds 
available, he says. 
He intends to continue 
his 
program of black-topping as 
many roads as possible with the 
state motor fuel tax funds that 
are available—about one or two 
miles of road a year. 
Next year’s plans include put­ 
ting two inches of blacktopping 
on Swift Road from N o r t h 
Avenue to Army Trail Road, 
and blacktopping Burdette Ave­ 
nue in Glen Ellyn Countryside.

Williams contends the grow­ 
ing population of Bloomingdale 
Township, the influx of indus­ 
try and the construction of more 
schools demands better roads 
to handle heavier traffic loads. 
One particular example 
he 
points to is Kuhn Road where 
the new Glenbard North High 
School will be built. 
“It has been neglected in the 
past and is now inadequate to 
serve as a main bus route to 
the new school,” he says. 
He wants Kuhn Road black­ 
topped from North Avenue to 
the new school site, but ac­ 
knowledges it may take several 
years for sufficient funds to ac­ 
cumulate to do the job. 
At one time Kuhn Road af­ 
fected very few people, but it 
will soon be the concern of eve­ 
ry family that will have children 
attending Glenbard North High 
School.

Mass Transit Study Okayed

Bensenville 
Bensenville and Elk Grove 
Village are among the first 
communities to endorse a mass 
transportation 
study 
proposed 
for the northwest suburbs. 
Both villages have contributed 
$200 each toward a study which 
is expected to show a need for 
mass transit in the area. 
Bensenville voted on the proj­ 
ect March 16. The Elk Grove 
Village board accepted the idea 
Tuesday. 


It is hoped 17 other commu­ 
nities will help fund the $2,000 
survey for the area which lies 
between the Kennedy Express­ 
way and Cermak Road and 
from Harlem Avenue to the 
DuPage County border. 
ACCORDING to E R Hum­ 
phrey, the petitioner at the Elk 
Grove Village board, the $200 
is for “ spade work” to present 
the federal government when 
requesting federal funds for a 
thorough feasibility study on 
transportation. 
Humphrey said the feasibility 
study could be completed in 


four months at a cost of from 
$85,000 to $100,000. It would be 
conducted by the Northwestern 
University Traffic Institute. 
If the feasibility study shows 
a transportation need, a two- 
year demonstration project of 
bus line service will probably 
be set up, Humphrey said. 
• I’D SAY ROUTES will prob­ 
ably go north and south to 
make it functional,*' Humphrey 
said. 
“ All bus routes go east and 
west through the area, none 
north and south. But the bus 
lines would be laid out accord­ 


ing to the desired routes.** 
Humphrey heads the public 
relations firm hired to conduct 
the preliminary survey.

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Church ‘Reading Rooms Are 
Familiar Sight in Suburbs 


by JOHN E. ARMSTRONG 


Walk 
through the 
business 
district of almost any suburb 
and sooner or later you are 
bound to come upon a “Reading 
Room.” 
They look like any other shop 
at first, until you get near 
enough to look inside. Beyond 
the window, with its display of 
books and literature, y o u ’ d 
probably see a clerk standing 
at a sales counter, and beyond 
her a larger area where people 
are quietly reading and study­ 
ing. 
You look again at the name 
on the sign: Christian Science 
Reading Room. You’ve seen the 
name 
before. 
What does 
it 
mean? 


THE READING Room is one 
primary 
way 
in 
which 
the 
Christian Science church keeps 
its doors “open to the world”— 
reaching out into the midst of 
everyday activities, s e t t i n g 
aside a place for people to 
renew their sense of communion 
with God. It’s also a public in­ 
formation center to which any­ 
one can go to ask questions 
about Christian Science, to read, 
buy, or borrow its literature, or 
just spend a few moments in 
study and prayer. 
The Reading Room is main­ 
tained largely as a service to 
the public — which is why it is 
so often found in the business 
district. It is open usually dur­ 
ing the same hours as the 
shops around it, and often on 
shopping nights. 
The attendant at the sales 
counter is always a member of 
the l o c a l Christian Science 
church, and is chosen for spe­ 
cial qualities. These attendants, 
or librarians as they are called, 
are well acquainted with their 
religion but visitors also usually 
find them frankly interested in 
people and life around them. 
They are generally experienced 
Christian Scientists who have 
put its teachings to a broad test 
in their own lives. Their pri­ 
mary interest is to be helpful 
to those who enter the Reading 
Room 
either 
just 
to 
“look 
around” or to find a quiet 
place for spiritual searching 
and help. They know the varied 
publications of the Christian 
Science church and often can 


make suggestions about reading 
material. 
THEY ARE always willing to 
answer questions — but only in 
the sales, or information room. 
The room beyond, sometimes 
known as the quiet room, is 
kept free of conversation to 
provide the best possible atmos­ 
phere for study and meditation. 
This area often looks like a 
well-furnished living room, with 
good 
lighting, 
study 
tables, 
comfortable chairs, and book­ 
shelves. Christian Science mag­ 
azines in several languages and j 
a famous daily newspaper, “The 
Christian Science Minitor,” are 
among the items most frequent­ 
ly picked up for reading. 
Study t a b l e s are always 
equipped with two basic books— 
the Bible (traditional Protestant 
version) and the Christian Sci­ 
ence denominational 
textbook 
(“Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures” 
by Mary 
Baker Eddy). Citations from 
each book are listed in a small 
publication giving the current 
week’s “Lesson-Sermon” — a 
Bible lesson for student; of the 
religion, which is also read as 
a sermon at Sunday church 
services. 
The bookcases are filled with 
bound copies of the Christian 
Science periodicals going back 
fifty years to the first issues of 
publication. Also on the shelves 
are copies of all of the published 
writings of Mary Baker Eddy, 
the woman who discovered and 
founded Christian Science. Ref­ 
erence works on the Bible, dic­ 
tionaries and concordances to 
the Scriptures and to Christian 
Science writings, provide study 
aids not readily available else­ 
where. 
MANY OFFICE workers, ex­ 
ecutives and others, spend part 
of their lunch hours in the 
Reading Room to gain spiritual 
strength and insight to meet 
the demands of the business 
day. Housewives often drop by 
during their errands and shop­ 
ping trips. They may pray for 
the understanding, patience, dis­ 
cernment, and love to serve 
their families well, or to be a 
better neighbor. A young stu­ 
dent might stop in to seek 
divine guidance on how he can 
best serve the world. 
People come for many rea­ 


sons — in search of the whole 
meaning of life, or to do specific 
religious research in a place 
which has been equipped ex­ 
pressly for that purpose 
In some smaller communities, 
the 
Reading 
Room 
may be 
maintained in a part of the 
church edifice, while in a large 
city, you might find it in the 
biggest 
office 
building. 
But 
wherever there is a recognized 
Christian Science church, there 
is always a Reading Room. 
Even before the church was 
fully organized (75 years ago), 
some early Reading Rooms had | 
sprung up in response to public; 
interest in the new' religious 
movement. The first was estab­ 
lished in 1888, in Boston, birth­ 
place of the movement, but by 
1894 there were 30 of them J 
scattered across the country.!

State Highway Department 
Cleaning Winter’s Debris 


Spring cleaning of Illinois’ 16,- 
0ft) miles of state highway is 
underway again with more than 
3,500 men assigned to the task 
of litter removal, Francis S. 
Lorenz, director of the Illinois 
Department of P u b l i c Works 
and Buildings, announced. 


The 
winter's 
near 
record 
snowfall of 65.3 inches (the rec­ 
ord is 66.4 inches) has proved 
an added burden to the cleaning 
forces. 


The heavy snows have result­ 
ed in a greater accumulation 
of debris that have stayed on 
the ground for a longer period 
of time, thus affecting the day- 
to-day cleaning operations. 
BESIDES THE usual type of 


debris, such as bottles, cans, 
automobile parts, broken fur­ 
niture and building material, 
the cleaning forces, because of 
the great accumulation of snow, 
have been burdened with the 
removal 
of 
large 
pieces 
of 
steel, pieces of concrete, bar­ 
rels and other heavy debris 
thrown on the state highways 
by careless motorists, especial­ 
ly truckers. 


The carelessness has 
been 
brought to the attention of the 
law enforcement agencies in or­ 
der that they may enforce the 
law which states that truckers 
must have their loads properly 
fastened. 


Lorenz said that the amount 


of debris removed will total 
approximately 25,000 tons. 
Cleaning (which consists of 
sweeping and flushing the ex­ 
pressways) began the weekend 
of March 17 on the express­ 
ways so as not to interrupt 
the flow of weekday traffic. 


“VERY FEW motorists would 
deliberately throw 60 cents out 
of the car window. Yet, high­ 
way maintenance engineers es­ 
timate that this is the mini­ 
mum cost of disposing of one 
single piece of litter,” Lorenz 
stated. 


The hundreds of thousands of 
dollars spent for removal could 
be used for construction of new 
highways 
if 
motorists 
would 


only become litter conscious, 
Lorenz said. 
Litter costs money in other 
ways. Litter destroys roadside 
drainage systems, causes high­ 
way accidents, endangers ani­ 
mals and machinery, creates 
a health menace and fire haz­ 
ard, deteriorates neighborhoods, 
and ultimately lowers property 
values. 
“LITTER HURTS everyone; 
it helps no one. It is an inex­ 
cusable blight on the beauty 
of our cities and countryside,’’ 
I/>renz declared. 
He urged all motorists to car­ 
ry litterbags and to use trash 
containers located at all serv­ 
ice stations and along most 
highways.

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Pena Trevor: Expert on Italian Cuisine 


Maybe you don’t have to be 
an Italian to cook like one, but 
it helps. 
Take Mrs. Rena Trevor of 
Rolling Meadows. Reared in 
Chicago by parents who immi­ 
grated from Italy, Rena learn­ 
ed the fine art of Italian cook­ 
ery not only from her mother, 
but also from her grandmother 
and other relatives. The whole 
family lived in the same apart­ 
ment building, and Rena, as a 
child, would wander from one 
apartment to another to see 
“what’s cooking?’’ 
Rena has always loved to 
cook and has accumulated rec­ 
ipes from relatives and friends 
representing every province of 
Italy. She also has studied the 
history of Italian cookery and 
is now recognized as an au­ 
thority on Italian cuisine. 


MONDAY, April IO, she will 
trace the beginning of Italian 
cookery from the early Roman 
days through the ages to the 
present popular Italian spe­ 
cialties when she speaks before 
the Women's Division of the 
Joint Civic Committee of Ital­ 
ian Americans. The group of 
Italian 
and 
American - born 
women will be meeting at 7:30 
p.m. in the Chateau Royale in 
Chicago. 
“Few 
homemakers 
realize 


that the first cook book was 
published in Italy,” remarked 
Mrs. Trevor. 
While delving into the history 
of Italian cookery, she discov­ 
ered that cuisine originated in 
Italy and was introduced to the 
French by Catherine DeMedici. 
Catherine was a daughter of 
the reigning noble family of 
northern Italy and moved to 
France as the bride of Henry 
II in 1533. 
THE NEW QUEEN brought 
with her to France her own 
cooks who introduced broccoli 
and other vegetables to the 
Frenchmen. At this time the 
spice trade was booming, and 
spices added a new phase to 
cookery. 
“Cuisine later developed a 
snobbish connotation as Ital­ 
ians began importing French 
chefs, who, of course, added 
their individual touches to the 
foods,” added Rena. 
For the Italians, even today, 
variety in foods and prepar- 
tion depends on what part of 
Italy they reside in, according 
to Mrs. Trevor. She explained 
that it wasn’t until three or 
four decades ago, when com­ 
munications 
improved, 
that 
Italians 
from 
the 
northern 
provinces learned what their 
countrymen in the south were 
eating. 


“To this day,” laughed Mrs. 
Trevor, “butter is used in the 
north and oil in the south. The 
northerners also eat more rice 
and polenta (corn meal) while 
those in the south eat more 
pasta (spaghetti). They also 
prepare their meats different­ 
ly.” 
SOME BEEF is available in 
Milan, but with the absence of 
grazing land, there is little 
beef in Italy. 
“Italians eat mostly veal, 
pork, lamb, poultry and lots of 
fish,” stated Rena, 
who be­ 
lieves that Americans, unlike 
the Italians, overlook the many 
possibilities in preparing both 
meats and vegetables. 
The Romans are credited 
with originating the sweet sour 
sauces, 
according 
to 
Mrs. 
Trevor. 
“Probably to camouflage the 
flavor of the meats, which 
weren’t always too fresh in the 
days before refrigeration,” she 
explained. 
“IN THE ANCIENT days, 
Roman banquets were very 
elaborate 
and 
ostentatious,” 
said Mrs. Trevor, “and the 
presentation was more impor­ 
tant than the food as each no­ 
bleman sought to outdo his 
friends. Whole pigs were stuff­ 
ed with birds and other meats 
and some hosts even hid gems 


in the stuffings. The gems 
were then given to the guests 
as gifts.” 
A favorite of the four Trevor 
children is Nepitelh, a cookie 
made with grape jam (a sub­ 
stitute for the cooked wine of 
southern Italy), chopped wal­ 
nuts, raisins and lemon peel. 
The family also enjoys Rena’s 
sweet 
breads 
and 
biscuits 
blanched in hot water and 
topped with lemon icing. 


HOWEVER. Rena Trevor’s 
interests are not confined to 
culinary accomplishments. She 
earned a B.A. degree in jour­ 
nalism from the University of 
Iowa and prior to her marriage 
was employed as a feature 
writer, associate editor and 
editor of various newspapers 
and magazines. 


She is married to William 
Trevor, telegraph editor of the 
Chicago Daily News, and for 
the past six years has been 
cooking editor of the Fra-Noi 
Italian American newspaper. 
The Trevors live at 3905 Red 
Wing Court in Rolling Mead­ 
ows. 
Her interest in cooking seems 
to parallel an interest in poli­ 
tics. Active in civic affairs, 
she is president-elect of the 
League of Women Voters in 
Arlington Heights. 


For those homemakers who would like to try an Italian 
dish, here is Rena Trevor’s recipe for Nepitelli: 


NEPITELLI 
(Basic Dough) 
% cup butter 
1 cup sugar 
2 eggs well beaten 
3 cups flour 
3 tsp. baking powder 
Vz tsp. salt 
1/3 cup milk 


12 tsp. vanilla 
I tsp. lemon juice 
Cream butter and blend in sugar. Add eggs, milk, vanilla 
and lemon juice and mix well. Sift dry ingredients and add 
gradually to egg mixture. Mix until dough is smooth and soft. 
Cover and place in refrigerator to chill. 


Divide dough into four parts, work with only part of the 
dough at a time, leaving the rest in the refrigerator. Roll each 
portion on a well-floured board to 1/8 inch thickness. Cut with 
round cookie cutter or glass rim into circles 1^4 to 2 inches in 
diameter. Drop one heaping teaspoonful of filling on half of the 
dough circles. Cover these with remaining circles, seal cookies 
by pressing edges with a fork tine. 


Prick top of cookie with fork. Bake on ungreased cookie 
sheet at 375-degree oven for about 15 minutes. 
Yield, four 
dozen cookies. 
Filling: 
IVi cups raisins 
1 cup of shelled walnuts, chopped 
IV4 cups of grape jam 
Rind of one lemon, minced 
2 tsp. lemon juice 
Mix all ingredients together and set aside until ready to use.

It all came about because of 
an encounter with a garden 
club lady whose pet project is 
selling these insect egg cases. 
She acquires them through an 
eastern 
chemical - botanical 
house, and understandably, is 
the only one in the Chicagoland 
area who handles them. 
Her egg cases were strung 
here and there on some orna­ 


mental branches. Many of the 
passersby were unfamiliar with 
this organic method of garden­ 
ing, utilizing praying mantes, 
rather than chemical sprays, to 
control harmful garden pests. 
The reactions varied from hor­ 
ror and bewilderment to curi­ 
osity, humor and acceptance. 
WHEN ONE prospective cus­ 
tomer referred to her mantes 
as “bugs,” the garden club 
lady responded as would a 
housewife if called a “drudge” 
or 
a 
sanitary engineer, 
a 
“plumber.” 


Her “bugs” were insects she 
corrected — ho rn opt era. to be 
exact. She explained they are 
called praying mantes because 
of the habit of holding their 
front legs as if in prayer. 
These 5-inch long creatures 
could well be referred to as 
“preying” mantes because of 
their hearty and aggressive 
appetites.

cannot find their own food in 
such an environment. They’re 
carnivorous, and if you throw 
them a fruit fly or a teensy 
piece of liver, they devour it. 


A LITTLE older mantis can 
polish off a cockroach, if you 
happen to have one handy. 
Cannibals that they are, a food 
shortage will signal the start of 
“Big Bad Wolf” games among 
themselves. 


After giving the idea thor­ 
ough consideration for at least 
half a second, I decided to 
wait until the regular outdoor 
hatching season, and then tie 
the egg cases on an aphid- 
ridden rose bush where step­ 
mother nature can play baby­ 
sitter. 


The lady told me I would 
need about five egg cases for 
my 20 rose bushes. 
“How many budding mantes 
in one of those cocoons?” I 
inquired. 


WHEN TOLD that 150 to 200 
insects were bursting to worm 
their way out of each half- 
dollar size egg case, I could 
hardly restrain myself from 
thinking about 1,000 creepers 
stalking my home grounds. 
“If they get overpowering, 
can you give with a little squirt 
of Malathion?” I snickered. 
The lady gasped in horror. 
“One case will be enough,” 
I said quickly. 
Supposedly the Chinese car­ 
ried praying mantes around in 
cages like fighting cocks. The 
Greeks thought the insects pos­ 
sessed 
superhuman 
powers, 
and the Hottentots were very 
big on them, too. The story 


goes that if they lit on some­ 
one, the Hottentots believed 
that person was saint-like. 


ACCORDING to the mantis 
lady, if you work in your gar­ 
den a lot and they get used to 
you, the harmless creatures 
can be coaxed into cozying up 
on your finger. But generally 
these slightly less than half­ 
foot insects are hard to spot. 
(That’s what the lady said.) 


I was told to keep my egg 
case cool, definitely out of a 
heated room to avoid accelera­ 
tion of the development proc­ 
ess. I learned that the actual 
hatching 
takes 
30 
minutes. 
During the ride home my non­ 
gardening husband was nerv­ 
ous envisioning mantes hatch­ 
ing all over the upholstery in 
the 
heated 
car. 
He 
didn’t 
realize the process takes weeks 
to culminate. 


“I’ll put them 
in the re­ 
frigerator as soon as we get 
home,” I joked. 


IT WAS comical almost see­ 
ing the wheels in his head 
spinning . . . “When I took the 
marriage vows, I never would 
have believed THIS — bugs in 
my car, bugs in the house — 
what a kooky wife I have!” 


Home at last, I told our 
daughter I had a “house pet” 
for her.

March 8 was a fine day in the Chicago area. 
It was a fine day for taking deep breaths and 
contemplating the spring weather that seemed just 
ahead. 
It occurred to us that it also would be a fine day 
for taking aerial pictures of air pollution. We envisioned 
the striking contrast of the wastes of industry flowing from 
stacks against the otherwise cloudless sky. 
We took off from Elgin Airport at midmorning and circled 
over Palatine, Rolling Meadows and Arlington Heights. 
What smoke we saw above the buildings below rapidly 
dissipated, and the air was clean. 


WE TURNED south over Hoffman, Schaumburg and Roselle 
and to the east and south we began to see the bank of haze that 
is a common sight to those flying in the Chicago area. 
We turned southwest toward Aurora, and some 15 minutes 
after leaving Elgin, we were in the middle of that haze. 
Immediately below us and directly overhead the air appeared 
clean, clear, but within seconds after passing over a prominent 
landmark, it would be obscured. 
To the east of us, by this time, lay one of the most appalling 
sights man would ever want to see, but which every man who 
thinks air pollution is an overly exaggerated malady of our 
affluent society should see. 


IT WAS AS though an artist had painted a beautiful blue sky 
and then smeared his left-over morning coffee across the bottom 
of the canvas. 
From the ground to an altitude of some 4,000 feet and as far 
north as we could see there hung a shroud of dark, chocolaty- 
brown filth. 
A man walking on a street who suddenly encountered such 
a barrier across his path would not walk through it, would 
probably shy away from it. 
Yet, within that shroud were millions of people. 
And 
also within it and around its edges were the smoking stacks 
of industry and chimneys of homes and apartments, and the 
smoking heaps of burning garbage and junk. And the shroud 
thickened. 
And being driven through it were millions of autos and 
trucks and buses and the wastes of their exhausts were added 
to it. 
It became dangerous to fly any further into the shroud. 


MANY THREADS are woven into that shroud. 
The coarser threads are those of the pollutants themselves. 
They are spun from the raw materials of a nation’s industrial 
wealth and social affluency. 
They are woven into the pattern of pollution through the 
burning of fuels for heat and power, from the processing of 
other raw materials and from the disposal of wastes. 
These threads are clearly identified. 
Complete combustion of carbon-bearing fuels, such as coal 
and oil, produces carbon dioxide. 
Incomplete combustion, common to many processes of 
energy conversion, yields carbon monoxide. The primary source 
of this gas in American cities is the automobile. 
Another thread in the pollution shroud is sulphur dioxide, 
which also results from the combustion of coal or oil, both of 
which contain substantial percentages of sulphur in various 
chemical forms. 
In an industrially advanced area, such as Chicagoland, one 
may also pick from the shroud threads of nitric oxide and 
nitrogen dioxide. 


POLLUTION authorities say a great deal of nitrogen is 
fixed in the cylinder of the automobile. Other prime sources 
may be electrical power plants and other very large energy 
conversion processes. 
Hydrocarbons, a vast family of chemicals which comes from 
many sources of pollution but most commonly the burning of 
gasoline in automobiles, rounds out the gases most common to 
the pollution shroud. 
However, there are even courser threads interwoven, and 
these are the particulates that sift from the shroud onto clean 
linens and freshly laundered clothes and arouse the ire of the 
urban woman. 
Dust is one of these particulates. Soot, which results from 
inefficient combustion of carbon fueL», is another. 
The effects of these pollutants on the world over which 
they collect varies, and some of the effects are not 
absolutely established. 
Carbon dioxide’s impact, for instance, is largely speculative. 
THE ABILITY of the atmosphere to retain heat increases 
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with the increased concentration of carbon dioxide. It has been 
theorized that a prolonged increase could drastically change the 
global climate—to the point, say some scientists, where the ice 
caps would melt sufficiently to raise the oceans’ level to the 
point where coastal cities would be inundated. 
Carbon monoxide's effects are of the more immediate 
future. This gas, which becomes hazardous to humans at 
concentrations of about IOO parts per million, is often 
utilized by those who wish to commit suicide. 
Ifs effects, however, are also significant for those who 
wish to go on living. 
Before it reaches a point where it is lethal, carbon 
Ynonoxide causes dizziness, headaches and loss of alertness 
and co-ordination. 
Inside an automobile operating in traffic, carbon mon­ 
oxide occasionally reach these levels. 
Sulphur dioxide and sulphuric acid, on the other hand, 
seldom reach levels above a few parts per million. However, it 
is generally believed that they were the principal villains in two 
air-pollution disasters of recent years: 
Donora, Pa., October, 1948 — where a heavy fog settled 
over this small industrial town for four days. It was determined 
that 6,000 of the town s 14,000 people came down with one or 
more ills during that period, such as cough, sore throat, chest 
constriction, headache, a burning sensation of the eyes, nasal 
discharge or vomiting. Twenty persons died in the priod follow­ 
ing — IO times the normal death rate. 
London, England, December, 1952, where, during another 
four-day period, pollution accumulated in a heavy fog. Mortality 
statistics revealed that 4,000 “excess deaths” occurred in the 
city during a seven-day period beginning with the first day of 
the fog. The illness rate during the period increased to more 
than twice the normal rate and did not return to normal until 
two to three weeks later. 
Nitrogen dioxide, because of its reddish-brown color can 
significantly affect v isibility. 
Along with sulphur dioxide it has also been charged with the 
destruction or retarding of plant growth. 
And it joins hands with certain of the hydrocarbons and 
sunlight in the photochemical process that produces the “smog,” 
commonly associated with Los Angeles. 


While soot and dust are primarily regarded as nuisance 
factors because they obscure visibility and are dirty, they also 
may act under some circumstances in the same manner as 
sulphuric acid by absorbing vapors that normally would be 
removed in the upper respiratory tract and carrying them 
deep into the lungs. 


THIS, THEN, is the makeup of the air pollution shroud—but 
the shroud is just a part of the air pollution problem. 
There are other less tangible factors. 
A prime element in the air pollution problem is people— 
both their numbers and their attitudes. 
It is estimated that the population of the Chicago metro­ 
politan area will increase 50 per cent to 10,961,000 people by the 
year 2000, largely in the Suburbs. 
New home construction is expected to double by the same 
year, the bulk of it in the suburbs. 
Traffic is expected to increase by 32,814,000 vehicle miles 
between the years 1956 and 1980, a sizable portion of it involving 
suburban motorists. 
While all this is going on the total land area available 
and the total air available to these people, their homes and 
their automobiles will be unchanged. 
That combination spells trouble if steps are not taken to 
curb the increase in air pollution. 
In talking with those involved in the air pollution problem, 
it becomes apparent that public reaction is the key to how much 
can be done in this area and how fast. 
At the same time these responses may, in turn, call on the 
public to make some drastic changes in its living habits, an 
example being the possible exclusion of automobiles from 
downtown areas which is seen by some as a remedy to auto 
exhaust pollution. 


CURTAILED USE of plastic containers, which are cited as 
a problem in waste disposal, might be another example. 
Whether the public will accept these restrictions, as well 
as the obvious monetary cost that may result through higher 
prices from producers forced to absorb the cost of installing 
pollution control devices or processes, 
will determine how 
meaningful and efforts will be at controlling pollution. 
The greatest danger, however, lies in total apathy. 
Norman Cousins, editor of Saturday Review, speaking on 
the Today Show in January, said the air pollution problem 
I 
basically is one of public psychology. “If the people think 
the job must be done, then it will be done.” 
He said there was only one question: “Will it come about 
as the inevitable result of a disaster that will take thousands 
of lives, or will it come about in time to divert disaster.” 
APATHY, in this case, is apparently nowhere as strong as in 
the suburbs—at least those that are far removed from the 
industrial centers of the metropolitan area. 
William J. Stanley, Chicago’s director of air pollution control, 
charged last year that Chicago is receiving 
“very little 
cooperation” from the surrounding suburbs. 
In a recent interview, he carried this complaint a little 
further. Pointing out that of the 145 communities around 
Giicago, only one (Evanston) 
has a full-time air pollution 
inspector, he said, “They’re not concerned about understanding 
the problem.” 
Little is done to arouse any concern, probably, when reports 
are issued showing pollution, at least of the particulate matter, 
on the decline in most suburban areas. 
Another aspect of suburban involvement, or noninvolvement, 
is the continued influx of industry into the suburbs. Industrial 
growth is up in both northern Cook and DuPage counties, and 
many communities are pounding the drums to attract even 
more industry. 
Some of the unique problems of having industrial neighbors 
have been brought home in two local cases. 


THE FIRST, in Bensenville, involved the request from 
Stresen-Reuter International for a building permit to cover a 
$390,000 expansion. 
The question was raised as to whether the expansion should 


be allowed since the plant might possibly be in violation of 
zoning ordinances covering manufacturing odors. 
Building inspector Kenneth Tracy reported that Stresen- 
Reuter had eliminated the worst of the odors by discontinuing 
one of its manufacturing processes at the request of the village. 
Trustee Fred Hilton said he could “still smell something 
bad.” 
The building permit was withheld pending further study. 
A more notorious odor pollution case has been the 
sustained efforts of Elk Grove Village to clean up Magnet 
Wire’s “breath problem” — an effort extended over better 
than two years. 
Elk Grove Village Pres. Jack Pahl reports the village and 
Magnet Wire are “on the threshhold of developing objective 
standards and that it will be possible to keep odor from the 
plant confined within the industrial area,” except on those days 
when an inversion would tend to hold it to the ground and 
spread it 


THESE CASES are just hints of future problems as these 
suburban areas continue their dramatic growth. 
Weather is another big factor among air pollutions non­ 
tangibles. 
Weather becomes prominent most often in the air pollution 
problem through the temperature inversion. This inversion, a 
layer of warmer air above a layer of cooler air at ground 
level, acts as a “lid” that may cover an area of thousands 
of square miles, trapping the pollutants beneath it where they 
hang and accumulate. 
In Los Angeles, where such an inversion is common on an 
average of one day out of every three, air pollution has reached 
crisis proportions. 
In the greater Chicago area, where some pollutants have 
been measured at higher levels than those in Los Angeles, the 
lack of this inversion factor, except for half a dozen instances 
a year of two or three days each, has possibly kept the problem 
from reaching the crisis point. 
Another factor in the air pollution problem, particularly as 
pressures mount to control the problem, is economics. 
Estimates of the cost of pollution to the nation vary 
from $4 billion to $20 billion a year. The most commonly 
cited is $11 billion a year. 
While not agreeing on the exact bill being levied against the 
nation in the form of cleaning bills and bills for replacing and 
cleaning corroded materials and other expenses resulting from 
the presence of air pollution, those concerned with the problem 
agree that the cost is extremely high—and mounting each year. 


HOW MUCH of this cost can be borne by the industries 
involved in dirtying the air without crippling them and thereby 
crippling the national economy is at the heart of the whole 
pollution control dilemma. 
A smoking stack was once regarded as a symbol of local 
prosperity. In many small one-mill towns, so long as the sky 
was smoky there would be food on the table and clothes on 
the children. 
Now, industries are being asked to clean up their stacks 
(or in the case of the automakers, their exhaust pipes) and the 
economic problem becomes a matter of striking a balance in 
the best public interest — clean air as against continued 
prosperity. 
These factors of people and their attitudes, the weather, 
and economic stability in the face of the air pollution threat are 
a very great part of the suburbs’ future. 
And the future, in this case, may not be too far away, for 
on March 8 we were well over Roselle on our return flight 
before die air had cleared to anywhere near what it was when 
we had taken off earlier, and when we landed at Elgin, there 
was a haze that hadn’t been there that morning. 
And there was not a cloud in the sky.

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Black smoke is not always indicative of the worst in air pollution. Among the blackest is aircraft exhaust, yet research in­ 
dicates this exhaust contributes little to the air pollution in airport areas. 


Subsidies Highly Overrated 
Industry Concessions ‘No Real Lure’ 


The power of tax concessions, 
subsidized buildings and other 
“ special inducements” to lure 
industrial plants to a particular 
state or community has been 
highly over-rated, according to 
a recent survey among approxi­ 
mately IO per cent of the broker 
members of the Society of In­ 
dustrial Realtors. 
“ Special inducements” of this 
type were rated as the least 
important of 18 reasons that in­ 
fluence industrial firms in their 
selection of plant locations in a 
survey conducted by Robert B. 
Boblett, of Minneapolis, a mem­ 
ber of the society and also of 
the industrial course committee 
of the American Institute of 
Real Estate Appraisers. 
Reporting the results of his 
survey to a joint seminar of the 
Appraisal Institute and the So­ 
ciety 
of 
Industrial 
Realtors, I 
Boblett said it had been his 
observation that “ special in­ 
ducements” may make it pos­ 
sible sometimes for a “ sick 
company to survive,” and in 
other cases they occasionally 
“ may tip the balance” in favor 
of one location over another. 
BUT AS A rule, he added, 


large, healthy corporations do 
! not “ seek” special favors. In­ 
stead they select their plant 
sites primarily on the basis of 
more fundamental reasons — 
although they often may accept 
available “ s p e c i a l induce­ 
ments” as an extra bonus, or a 
“ windfall” that happens to at­ 
tach to a community to which 
they would have moved, or se­ 
lected as a location for a new 
plant anyway. 
Boblett made his survey in 
assembling material to be used 
in a new intensive eight-day 
course in industrial real estate 
appraising that will be inaugu­ 
rated by the Appraisal Institute 
next September. The Institute 
was founded in 1932 and is the 
only professional appraisal or­ 
ganization affiliated with th e 
National Association of Real 
Estate Boards. 
In the opinion of the broker 
members of the Society of In­ 
dustrial Realtors who partici­ 
pated in Boblett’s survey, the 
four most important factors that 
govern the selection of indus­ 
trial plant sites are almost in­ 
variably: (I) proximity to mar­ 
kets for the plant’s product; 


; (2) availability of competent la­ 
bor; (3) good transportation for 
both personnel and materials, 
and (4) availability of raw ma­ 
terials. 
In descending order of impor­ 
tance, the next 14 reasons that 
affect 
the selection 
of new 
plant locations, according to the 
S.I.R. brokers who participated 
in this survey, are: (5) availa­ 
bility of a suitable site; (6) 
character of the community; 
(7) adequate utilities, water, 
sewer, power; (8) supporting 
facilities 
in 
the 
community 
(schools, hospitals, etc.), (9) lo­ 
cal universal tax climate; (IO) 
local planning and zoning; ( ll) 
local government “ reputation” ; 
(12) adequate housing for both 
labor and management person­ 
nel; (13) cultural aspects of the 
community; (14) availability of 
a 
suitable 
existing building; 
(15) adequate police and fire 
protection; (16) weather fac­ 
tors; (17) proximity to the own­ 
er’s home (sometimes applica­ 
ble in the case of small, family- 
owned 
industries), 
and 
(18) 
“ special inducements,” tax con­ 
cessions, 
state or 
municipal 
construction financing, etc.

Storm Damage over si OO Deductible 


(One in a series of articles 
on income taxes prepared by 
the Illinois Society of Certiifed 
Public Accountants.) 
Property owners who have 
suffered damage from major 
storms or who have had losses 
from fires, thefts, floods or sim­ 
ilar catastrophes are allowed a 
deduction to the extent that the 
loss exceeds $100 for each sin­ 
gle casualty or theft. Taxpayers 
are not allowed to deduct the 
‘ $50 deductible” 
payments if 
their car is involved in a col­ 
lision because their loss did not 
exceed $100. 
The amount of the deductible 
casualty or theft loss is deter­ 
mined by comparing the fair 
market value of the property 
before the casualty with the 
fair market value after the cas­ 
ualty. This difference is reduced 
by any insurance recovery. The 
net amount, to the extent it 
exceeds $100, is deductible. How­ 
ever, the allowable deduction 
may not exceed the taxpayer’s 
cost of the property. 
TH E $ioo FLOOR applies sep­ 
arately to the loss from each 


single casualty or theft. In de 
termining the loss from a single 
casualty or theft, events closely 
related in origin w ill generally 
give rise to a single casualty 
or theft. For example, the loss 
to a home and the loss to a 
car arising from the same storm 
must be lumped together and 
the excess of the combined loss 
over $100 is deductible. On the 
other hand, where the loss to 
the house results from a storm 
and the car is demolished in a 
collision not related to the storm 
there are two separate loss sit­ 
uations and only the excess over 
$100 for each loss is deductible. 
In the case of married tax­ 
payers filing a joint return, they 
are together subject to only one 
$100 limitation for each casualty 
or theft loss. Where property 
is used partly for business and 
partly for personal purposes, the 
$100 floor applies only to the 
net loss attributable to that por­ 
tion of the property used for 
personal 
purposes.

Anyone hiring an executive 
today should put himself in the 
role of a purchasing agent buy­ 
ing a line of goods in short sup­ 
ply. Robert H. King, president 
of the executive recruitment 
firm of E.C.D. Incorporated, 19

meeting of the Kiwanis Club of 
Chicago Thursday the supply of 
middle and upper executives 
w ill remain tight for the next 
10 years.

Popularity of Gas

When gas 
lights gradually 
disappeared from the American 
scene some 50 years ago, few 
would have dreamed that they’d 
reappear in the midst of the 
20th Century’s Atomic Age.

manufactured gas for cooking 
and heating purposes. The fa­ 
miliar gas light gradually fell 
into disuse. 


THEN, JUST A few years 
ago,

began taking place. By that

WHEN FISHING IS IN YOUR BLOOD, you don’t wait for 
spring to bring it to you. You go find spring, and fishing, and 
put the winter behind you as quickly as you can.

We stopped in Champaign 
for the state basketball tournament, then kept on going. 
It 
rained at first, but by the middle of the week, it was up to 84. 
and the fishing was perfect.” 
There’s a lot of water to choose from in the region of 
Kentucky Lake, all of the reservoir area, the Tennessee River, 
and the nearby Cumberland River, with the two now joined by 
a two-mile federally-built canal. 
“We went to a place called Pisgah Bay,” said Arneson. 
“ It s about 15 miles down from the dam. But all along the 
Tennessee, we saw bank fishermen, and they were doing 
very well." 
From the banks, the anglers were hauling in stringers full 
of crappies and white bass, taken mostly on minnows and a local 
version of the pinkie jig. 
Arneson and Jordan were after crappies too, and black bass, 
and their luck was immense, especially on the latter. 
"We must have pulled out more than IOO bass in two days," 
he said. 
“They weren’t too big, mostly in the pound* to 
pound-and-a-half range, but they gave a lot of fast fishing. They 
were going after minnows, but we took most of them on bucktail 
spinners." 
The bass, not surprisingly, were found mostly in the 
shallow, warmer water, a fact that pointed up one of the 
special advantages of Kentucky Lake. It is not so deep as 
the other popular southern lakes, about 18 feet at its deepest. 
so it warms up more quickly, and the fish get active sooner. 
It was late in their stay that Arneson and Jordan—using 
minnows—began to hit on crappies. They landed 35 in one day. 
most in the two-pound range, hooking them in IO to 12 feet of 
water. 
That they recommend Kentucky Lake and environs is an 
understatement, because it gave only happy experiences 
It s particularly attractive place for the highly-mobile fisher­ 
man, because it caters to campers. Arneson and Jordan, who 
made the journey in a trailer-camper, lodged at the immense 
Kentucky Dam Village State Park 
That splendid facility boasts all asphalt drives, asphalt 
parking spots for trailers, shower houses, a lodge open all year 
around, and—most importantly—space for 3,000 camping units 
Obviously, it’s worth the trip.

The 
few 
Northwest 
Cook 
County residents 65 and over 
who have not yet signed up for 
hospital insurance under medi­ 
care 
fall 
into 
two 
general 
groups, say spokesmen for the 
U. S. Department of Health, Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare. 


They are those who do not 
understand that hospital insur­ 
ance is available even to those 
who have never worked under 
social security and those who 
delay filing because they think 
they must wait until they re­ 
tire. 


Henry Williamson, local social 
security district manager re­ 
ports that even though nearly

everyone reaching 65 before 
1968 can have hospital insur­ 
ance, some people who have 
not worked long enough under 
soc ial security to receive cash 
benefits, and others who are 
still working have not come in 
because they do not realize that 
they are eligible. 
Williamson emphasized that 
even people who may not even 
have a social security card and 
may never have worked under 
the program are eligible and 
should come in and sign up. 
Starting in 1968 those reach­ 
ing 65 who are not eligible for 
cash social security benefits will 
need some credit for work un­ 
der the law to qualify for hos­ 
pital insurance. However, peo­ 
ple born in 1902 or earlier do 
not require any coverage under 
social security to qualify for 
hospital 
insurance. 
If 
they 
haven’t already applied, Wil­ 
liamson suggests they do so 


Similarly, 
people who 
are 
covered by social security, but 
not eligible for cash benefits be­ 
cause they are still working, 
can have hospital protection as 
soon as they reach 65. 


Williamson 
explained 
that 
Northwest Cook County resi­ 
dents who plan to continue 
working when they reach 65 
should apply within the three 
months prior to the month in 
which they have their 65th 
birthday. 


By applying for social secur­ 
ity, they will be covered 
by 
hospital 
insurance 
and 
can 
make their decision on volun­ 
tary medical insurance cover­ 
age. Later on, when they retire 
or have reduced earnings which 
will permit payment of benefits, 
monthly checks can be started 
without delay.

Figuring Deductions 


On Interest Payments 


You can deduct on federal 
income tax returns certain in­ 
terest payments including inter­ 
est paid on bank loans, personal 
debts and home mortgages, if 
you elect to itemize your de­ 
ductions, the Internal Revenue 
Service said. 
A portion of so-called “carry­ 
ing charges” paid on installment 
purchases of automobiles, tele­ 
vision sets and payments for 
educational services may also 
be deducted. 
Where carrying charges are 
separately stated but the inter­ 
est charge cannot be determin­ 
ed, the deduction is limited to 
an amount equal to six per cent 
of the average unpaid monthly 
balance on the installment con­ 
tract, or the portion of the total 
carrying charge allocable to the 
year, whichever is less. 
SOMETIMES money is bor­ 
rowed on a discount basis. That 
is, the interest is substracted in 
advance and a note is signed 
for an amount larger than you 
receive. If you use the cash 
method, the interest may be 
deducted only as you make 
payments on the note. If you I 
use the accrual method, you i 
may deduct the interest as it j 
accrues. 
Taxpayers may not deduct ] 
interest paid on money borrow-) 


ed to buy tax exempt securities 
or single-premium life insur­ 
ance, 
nor interest paid for 
another person if the taxpayer 
has no legal obligation to pay 
it. The denial of interest deduc­ 
tion, subject to certain excep­ 
tions also pertains to life insur­ 
ance, endowment, or annuity 
contract purchase plans which 


contemplate systematic direct 
or indirect borrowing of part or 
all crf the increases in cash 
value of such contract.

Jr. College 
Transfers 
Do ‘Well’ 


If future Harper College stu­ 
dents who transfer to four-year 
colleges 
follow 
the 
national 
trend they can expect to fare 
“extremely well” according to 
Raymond E. Shultz, professor 
of education at Florida State 
University, Tallahassee. 
In a report he presented at a 
recent convention of the Amer­ 
ican Association of Junior Col­ 
leges, he said a survey of 2,758 
alumni of Phi Theta Kappa, 
national junior college honor 
fraternity showed that 2,152 had 
transferred. 
Of this 
number 
2,017 — 94 per cent — had 
graduated with baccalaureate 


(Bachelor) degrees. 
Nearly two-thirds of the group 
reported they received scholas­ 
tic honors and one-fourth of 
them were awarded academic 
scholarships 
while 
in 
senior 
college. The survey also reveal­ 
ed that a substantial proportion 
—42 per cent — reported they 
held some type of student office 
as senior college students. A 
total of 42 per cent earned 
graduate or advanced profes­ 
sional degrees. 


Schultz concluded: “The find­ 
ings of this study strongly sup­ 
port the contention long made 
by those of us associated with 
the junior college, namely, that 
students of high ability are not 
penalized by taking their first 
two years in a junior college. 
The results are dramatic and 
should be shouted from the roof­ 
tops.”
